Henry Bowers was born in Stark 


county, Ohio, March 11, 1S26, hence 
acked less than two months of at- 
taining his eighty-first 
year.

ties until 1857, when with his wife 
iind family he removed to McLean 
county, Illinois, settling a few miles 
north of Bloomington. 


In the year 1874 he made a trip 


to this county and purchased the 
quarter-section of land lying immed- 
iately north of the original town lim- 
its of Wellington, long known as the 
Bowers farm, 
in April of the year 


following he brought his family out 
with him and took up his residence 
upon the place. When the Santa. Fe 
road was built into Wellington In 
the fall of 1878 he sold a portion of 
his farm to the railroad company 
at $100 an acre, and deeded over a 
forty-acre tract additional on condi- 
tion that the railroad 8bops.sb.oald 
be located upon It. The land s 
sequently reverted back 
to him. 


Woodlawn addition was later platted 
on that portion of the tract lying 
west of the railroad. 


In 1879 Mr. Bowers put up a large 


building just north, of • the: section 
line, which he conducted as a hotel 
for several years. It has been re- 
built two or three times and Is now 
the residence of W. D. Grnber. 


Mr, Bowers' first wife was Lydla 


Fisher sister of the late I*. C. and 
J. W. Fisber, of this city. She died 
August 16, 1880. In the following 
year he was married to Miss Mary 
Layman, who with fire children of 
Me first marriage, survive him. They
